SEC. 1632. ALTERNATIVE ARRANGEMENTS. 1

For the purposes of constructing a new bridge cross-2

ing the Mississippi River, on or adjacent to Interstate 10, 3

in the vicinity of Baton Rouge, Louisiana, the Secretary 4

of Transportation shall— 5

(1) ensure public comment and hearings involv-6

ing the community and any other relevant stake-7

holders that the Secretary determines appropriate; 8

(2) make use of existing data made available by 9

Federal and non-Federal parties; and 10

(3) notwithstanding any other provision of law, 11

utilize alternative arrangements pursuant to section 12

1432 of the FAST Act (23 U.S.C. 109 Note). 13
